The hospital train bearing tho sick 


soldiers of Company A arrived in this 
city shortly before eleven o'clock on 
Thursday evening, after being on the 
road three clays. 


The first section, with part of the 


troops, was expected in Concord at 
four o'clock on Thursday afternoon, but 
it was nearly eight o'clock when it tin- 
ally palled in, and as there were four 
sections and as the hospital traiu was 
last it was an hour later before the sick 
arrived there. 


At Manchester, two cars with the 


poor sick follows from Company A were 
side-tracked. 
After considerable delay 


another engine was coupled on and the 
train was soon speeding towards this 
city. 


In spite of the late hour of iti arrival 


Portsmouth depot never held n larger 
crowd than it did when the train finally 
pulled in and tho best of it was that, 
the same crowd had been there ever 
since six o'clock in the evening. 


And the poor fellows ou the train: 


What a home coming. 


They little dreamed that when they 


left here on that bright morning, the 
fourth day of May, a little over four 
mouths ago, in full health, rugged and 
strong, that this would be the way they 
would return. 


Hollowed ojed and sunken cheeks, 


with a thin, drawn look on their lever 
stricken ftices, and bndiea so thin as to 
be nothing but a shadow of their for 
tner selves, not a man of that littlo 
band hardly able to raise his head. 
Buch was the condition of these seven- 
teen brave lads, ten of them being sons 
of Old Strawberry Bank and the rest 
belonging to the Strafford Guards of 
Dover. 


The train on its arrival here was 


pulled tbrough the depot and side- 
tracked near the Green etieet crossing 
to allow a couple of freights going easl 
to pass and then it was set back into 
the depot, where the work of transfer- 
ring the sick boj s commenced at once. 


After several attempts the police mia." 


aged to make a small passageway from 
the car out to an express team, which 
bad been converted into an ambulance, 
and Private William Peverly was ten- 
derly carried out on a stretcher. Ho ia 
the sickeet man of the lot and tils case 
was marked dangerous. 


The other boys are very sick, a few of 


them seriously,- but none BO bad 'off a* 
was young Peverly. They were quickly 
removed from the car and as they were 
ca.ried through the throng of people 
that filled the depot to overflowing, a 
subdued hiuh seemed to fall all around, 
which was only broken by the sobs of 
the women and the exclamations of pity 
from the men. 


Scores of mothers, sisters and sweet- 


hearts had kept a long and anxious 
watch in the depot in the hopes of be 
ing able to comfort their loved ones 
when they arrived and perhaps be able 
to take them home, but they only got a 
passing glimpse of a silent 
figure 


wrapped in blankets aa it was carried 
quickly from the car to the carriages, 
and in nearly every case they could 
only guess who it was. 


It was one of the most pathetic scenes 


ever witnessed in this city. 


When the train was slowly pulling 


into the depot the big crowd started in 
on a mighty cheer, but a single gesture 
from out of Company A's boys on the 
steps was sufficient to hnsh the noise 


and let everyone know that it was not 
the time for cheering. 


As fast as the boys were removed they 


were driven at once to the Cottage hos- 
pital, as strict orders had been issued 
to this effect, and not one of them wil 
be allowed to be taken home until per- 
mission is given from the surgeon gen- 
eral. 


But the brave lads will not want for

companied the train to this city as 
physician in charge and deserves great 
praise for his good work. To a tfm-ald 
representative he said the boys stood 
the journey us well as could bo expect- 
ed and he fell confident that all would 
pull through.

fever, which was tho cause of many a 
poor fellow's death at Chickamauga.

NICARAGUA 
CANAL. 


CommUnlon Compiling Fijrurea to Form 


tho SuUatanue of IU Keport. 


Washington, Setpt. 8.—Admiral Walk- 


er, president of the Nicaragua canul 
commission. Is devoting his attention 
tc the collation and compilation of the 
material which will form the substance 
at the report of the commission. The 
admiral says that the commission has 
now about 250 men at work along the 
line of the proposed canal, and they will 
stay there throughout the rainy season. 
The> are making borlngrs and ascertain- 
ing the character »f the soil at every 
point where it Is proposed to locate 
Jams, locks or other heavy masonry 
structures. 


In addition to this, the field parties are 


taking accurate measurements of the 
rainfall and the flow of the various 
streams lying within the limits of the 
t anal concession. This information was 
particularly desired by the commission, 
owing to the fact that up to this point 
all the calculations made have been 
based upon the conditions as existing in 
the dry season, the time when Nicara- 
gua has always been visited by commls- 
tions. 


Admiral Walker 1* confident that the 


commission wEll be able to report to 
con- 


gress at the approaching session, and, 
while he says the necessary data has not 
been obtained accurately to determine 
the cost of the canal, he feela confident 
that the project will be shown to be en- 
tirely practicable and worthy of execu- 
tion.
